(B) a Hunter L value reduction delta L of at least 0.5, preferably at least 1 .0, more 
preferably at least 1.5; and even more preferably at least 2; and 

(C) a percentage pill number reduction delta P of at least 10%, preferably at least 
20%, more preferably at least 40%, and even more preferably at least 80%. —

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicants 
have claimed a method for restoring or rejuvenating color to a fabric using a specific 
color care active wherein the fabric undergoes specific property changes of reflectance 
reduction, Hunter L value reduction, and percentage pill number reduction. The fabric 
color care actives of the present claims are known in the art, however, the prior art does 
not teach the specific color care actives of the present claims in conjunction with the 
specific property changes presently claimed. Accordingly, the present claims are 
allowable.
